DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-4 and 6-27, as amended on 3/13/2008, are pending in the instant 
application. Applicant's amendments and arguments have been carefully and fully 
considered, and are found persuasive. Accordingly, the instant application is in 
condition for allowance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1,11,17, and 25 recite the limitation "wherein the data block includes an 
address having a size that equals the size of the reduced linear address." Said 
limitation is taught by the specification as originally filed at least at paragraph 0013. 
Said limitation, in combination with the other recited limitations of claims 1 , 11, 17, and 
25, as argued by applicant in the fourth paragraph of page 8, is not taught or suggested 
by the prior art of record. 

3. Claims 2-4, 6-10, 12-16, 18-24, and 26-27 depend from claims 1, 11, 17, and 

25, respectively, and are considered allowable for at least the same reasons as claims 
1, 11, 17, and 25.
